Concord. N. H., April 28.—[Special.}—The

‘Returns received at the Roosevelt head- 
quarters late tonight show that in 20 of 290 
cities and towns 380 Taft and % Roosevelt 
Gelegates have been chosen for the state 
convention. 

At Taft headquarters the statement was 
made that the president's victory was great- 
er than the figures given out dy his oppe- 
nents. 

It tis UHnely a majority of the smaller towns 
Will be for Roosevelt, the larger centers being 
for Taft. The president seems to bea leader 
by a safe margin on the number of delegates 
elected. It looks as if he will have 500 of 
the 5 state delegates. 


Governor’s Town for Taft. 

Peterborough, Gov. Bass’ home town, went 
2 to 1 for Taft, as did Cornish, Winston 
Churchille town. 

In six of the eleven cities Taft delegations 
were chosen. There were: Berlin, 16; Dover, 
22; Manchester, 08; Nastiua, 40; Portsmouth, 
16, and Rochester. 1. 

Concord elected thirty Taft and six Roose- 
velt delegates. Franklin chose four Taft 
and six Rooseveit men. In Keene twelve 
Taft and four Roosevelt délegates were 
chosen. The Laconia delegation is eight for 
Taft and four for the colonel. Somersworth 
elevted twelve Roosevelt and no Taft dele- 
gates.

He criticised in strong terms the lack 4 
experienced sallors on board the Titanic.

Furthermore 
he sald no drills had been held from 
time the ship left Southampton, alth 
{t was customary to hold such drills every 
Sunday. 


Maj. Peuchen said that in the lifebogt . 
the quartermaster in charge made a woman 


row while he held the tiller, steering for @ 
light, which the major declared did not 
exist so far as be could see. The quarter - 
master refused to turn about and attempt 
to pick up survivors, said the witness. 


“When we tegan to hear signa of the 


breaking up of the Titanic we heard & sort 
of a call for help after the whistle, then 
a fumbling sound 
lights were still on. Then there was an es- 
plosion, then another. Then the lights went 
out and then those dreadful cries. It fright- 
fully affected all the women in our boats 
At first it was horrible to listen to. But 
the sounds grew fainter and fainter. I think 
we were about five-eighths ofa mile away. 


Captain Attentive to Duty. 

“Do you think the captain was attentive 
to his duties?” Senator Smith asked. 

44 Tes. 1 do.“ 

Maj. Peuchen said the lifeboat he was in 
was equipped with everything required. Some 
of the boats he heard were not sufficientiy 
equipped with food 

Did the women row in the boats?’ 


„Tes, and they were very plucky about it, 


too. They worked with a will, One helped 
me until she became il} from the hard work 
and was forced to cease. 

Do you know who those women were?” 

Maj. Peuchen said Miss E. A. Norton of 
Acton Lane, London; Mrs. Walter Clark of 
Los Angeles, Mrs. Lucien B. Smith of Hunt- 
ington, W. Va.; Mrs. Cavendish, New York; 
Mrs. Walter Douglas, Minneapolis, and Mr. 
and Mrs. G. B. Burnham of Denver were 
among others in the boat, many of whom han- 
éled oars. 

He said the impact was so slight that some 
of the passengers were not awakened. He 
said no alarm was sounded, Two young wom- 
en. he said, whose stateroom was close to that 
of Com John Jacob Astor were awakened by 
Mrs. Astor, who led them on deck. 

Did you see Mr. Ismay that night?” ase

Plenty of Room in Boats.

to me, as I should think the life 


belts would have held bodies up, dead or 


alive, for four or five hours.“ 

He said he was certain that none could 
have lived in the * water more than = 
hour. 

‘Several who were on the upturned boat 
and were rescued, and who had their feet 
in the water,“ he said, “kept themselves 
alive by clutching each other. Their feet 
were frozen.” 


Several senators asked if the fact thar 


there was no general alarm sounded after the 
collision might account for the failure of 
many women to appear on the decks in time 
for the lifeboats. He thought that probable. 

Maj. Peuchen told the committee he 
thought that if the lookouts on the Titanic 
had had glasses the ship might have been 
saved from the colliston. 


Too Few Sailors at Work. 
“From what you observed was there proper 
discipline on the part of the crew in loading 
the lifeboats?" 
“Those of the crew that I saw w in 
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been better, but they were too few. I was | 


surprised not to see more sailors at their sta- 
tions and also surprised that more people 
were not put in the boats.” 3 

Maj. Peuchen read a statement in order to 
make clear his position as follows: 

“I do not criticise Capt. Smith, but 1 do 
criticise the policy nd methods pursued by 
the company, for I feel sure that in this case 
caution would have averted a terrible calam- 
ity. I have been given credit for saying many 
things absolutely untrue, and I wish to state 
that I have not said any personal or unkind 
things about Capt. Smith.” 


Gives Account of Rescue. 
Senator Smith then asked Maj. Peuchen to 
tell the story of the voyage, telling of the 
weather, accident, and whether there was 
any fire aboard. 
There was no mention of fire and we were 


all pleased with the trip until the crash, the 


major said. After {J o'clock I went to my 
stateroom. I scarcely was undressed when I 
felt a shock. I thought merély that a large 
wave had struck the ship. 

I put on my coat and went up on deck. I 
met a friend, who said: We've struck an 
iceberg.” We went up on deck and saw the 
feeberg from the fore part of the ship. Some 
fee had fallen four or five feet inside the rail. 
After a few minutes I went to other 
friends and said it wasn’t serious. Fifteen 
minutes later I met Charles M. Hays of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. I asked him, ‘Have 
you seen theice? Hesaid‘ No.’ Then I took 
him up and showed him. Then I noticed the 
boat was listing. I said to Mr. Hays: | 

“ * She's listing; she shouldn't do that.“ 

“Be said, O, I don’t know. This boat 
can't sink.’ He had a good deal of confidence, 
and said: No matter what we have struck, 
she’s good for eight or ten hours.’ 


Order Given for Lifeboats. 

„went back to the cabin deck and met 
men and women coming up looking very seri- 
ous. I met my friend Beattie and asked him 
what was the matter. Beattie said to me, 
*The order is for the lifeboats—it is serious.’ 
I couldn't believe it at first, but went to my 
cabin and changed to some heavy clothes.“ 

The witness said when he got on deck the 
boats were being prepared for lowering on 
the port side. 

“The women came forward one by one, 
many accompanied by their husbands. They 
would o allow women. No men passengers 
got in that boat.” 

Did you see any man u to get in? 
asked Senator Smith. 

“No; the boat Was safely lowered. There 
were about thirty-six or thirty-seven persons 
in it. Then we turned to the next boat. 


Some Women Refuse to Go. 

I was surprised that the sailors were not 
at their posts as they should have been. I 
have seen fire drills and the action of the 
sailors did not impress me. 

They seemed to be short of sailors 
around the lifeboats where I was‘ 

When I came on deck first it seemed to 
me that about 100 stokers came up with their 
gunny sacks and crowded the deck. , 

One of the officers, a splendid man, drove 
these men right off the deck. He drove them 
like sheep. : 

When we got to the next boat a quarter- 
master and a sailor were put in and the 
boat was then filled with women. We called 
out for more women and some would not 
leave their husbands.”

Pitman said the women behaved “ splen- 
didiy and all of them wanted to help in 
rowing to keep themselves warm. He said 
his boat was some distance from the Titanic 
when it went down. He said he saw Mr. 
Ismay. on the Titanic when his lifeboat left. 
He did not see Mr. Ismay again until Mey 
both were leaving the Carpathia at New 
York. 


Unaware of Any Ship Near. 

Senator Smith sought to verify Fourth 
Officer Boxhall’s testimony yesterday re- 
garding a strange ship that failed to lend 
aid. Pitman said he did not of his own 
knowledge know of the presence of the ship. 
but that he had heard later that one had 
passed. 

Senator Burton then interrogated Pitman 
ebout the white light he had seen frorc the 
lifeboats. The ,witness said it appeared to 
him like e fixed light and that it might have 
been a star. 

“ You did not see any red side light then?” 

No, Sir.“ 

The witness eaid boat drills always were 
held at Southampton and at Queenstown. 
The Titanic’s drill at Southampton, he said, 
consisted of lowering and lifting two boats. 
In the Southampton drill Pitman said that 
approximately eight men went in each boat. 

“Then only sixteen men participated in 

drill?” suggested Senator Smith.

„Was there any fire drill on the Titanic 
after she left Southampton?

Ismay and Franklin Detained. ~ 
J. Bruce Ismay, managing director of the 
International Mercantile Marine, and Vice 
President P. A. S. Franklin of the White Star 
line urgently requested the committee to per- 
mit them to return to New York. 

In executive session at the close of the 
hearing the committee declined to allow eith- 
er to leave Washington until he is no longer 
needed. Mr. Ismay was to have been re- 
called to the witness chair today. He may 
be recalled tomorrow,, though that has not 
been determined. 

It was decided alsé to call no more passen- 
ger witnesses until all the British witnesses 
have been heard. The committee also de- 
cided to delay other important business be- 
fere it until the Titanic inquiry had proceeded

Eighteen hundred children of the Chicago 
public schools, followed by a countless num- 
ber of moving picture photographers, news- 
paper photographers, pahorama picture men, 
post card photomen, and spectators gathered 
to celebrate the 384th birthday of the Bard 
of Avon.

Crowds Push in Scene of Action. 

The pageant was presented under the direc- 
tion of the Drama League of America. It 
attracted the ‘interest of thousands of people 
who pushed into the scene of the action and 
against whose crowding the park policemen 
were helpless.

Many have used this and sim- 
ar instances to prove that Shakspeare was 
not a democrat, thet: his sympathies were 
with the aristocracy. that he lost sight of 
the democratic ideal-on which the real situ- 
ation was based. 


Thinks | Bard's “view Changed. 
„Ot course, it was natural to an extent 
that his point of view would be in sympathy 
with the nobles, since they were interested 
in the theaters and the Puritans, were not. 
And I think that in this period of his devel- 


| opment—when ‘ Julius Cesar was written— 


he was not a democrat at heart. But in the 
play of Henry V. the king says to his so)- 
diers, He who sheds his biood with me this 
day is my brother,’ ahd this indicates a 
breadth of understanding with democracy 
and acceptance of it.

Voliva Followers Pray Before 
Factory Workers as To- 
bacco Incense Rises. 


| EXHORTER SPIES FLASK. 


Shouts City Is Polluted; Revel- 
ers Must Go’’; but Electrical 
Concern Will Stay. 


Waning political power of Wilbur Glenn 
Voliva in Zion City is declared Dy the author- 
ities of that city to be responsible for the 
riotous demonstrations of the overseer’s fol- 
lowers during the last few days. Voliva, the 
mantle holder of the late Alexander Dowie, 
founder of the religious cult, yesterday 
made several new moves to clean the city 
of what he terms undesirables—the employés 
of the Cook Electrical company. This con- 
cern a week ago started a new factory at 
Zion City and practically all of the employés 
are allied with the independents against the 
Volivaites. 

Voliva yesterday sent one of his chief 
Heutenants, Elder F. M. Royal, to the Cook 
factory at the head of eighty of his follow- 
ers. The elder and his flock exhorted the 


to its former purity and no longer desecrate 
it by their presence. Fifty special police 
stood guard over the works, but had no 
need to warn the zealots not to intrude upon 
the company property. 


Tell Workmen They’re “Unclean.” 

Tou have come to break our laws,“ the 
exhorter declared to the grinning factory 
men. Tou have come to make unclean thfs 
city of purity with your nas tobacco habits 
and worse curse of drink. 

The elder spied a whisky flask lying by 
the rondsid> Holding it high above his 
head, he shouted that the newcomers bad 
reveled in the sacred city and should be 
driven from its borders. 

Overseer Voliva was not in evidence all 
day. At the temple he denied himself to 
callers and sent in his place Elder Royal. 
The elder said that it had been decided/to 
drive the new factory from Zion City. 

“The Cooks were told they should not 
locate their property here and bring in peo- 
ple who will violate our city ordinances by 
smoking and chewing tobacco and drinking,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ We will drive them out, but it 
will not be by carnal weapons, but through 
prayer and the mighty sword of the spirit of 
our religion.“ 


Mayor Sees “Sympathy Play.” 

Acting Mayor 8. F. Miller declared that 
the disturbances that are being started by 
the followers of Voliva are solely for the 
‘purpose of getting his police force to commit 
some overt act which will draw sympathy 

toward the Voliva acherents. 

“Voliva knows that his old time political 
prestige now is at an end, but he hates to give 
up.“ he said. ‘‘ We now have seven of the 

ten members of the city council, and while 
they elected a mayor by two votes, he never 
has been seated because 193 of Voliva’s fol- 
lowers have been indicted for fraudulent 
voting. Their cases will come up for trial 
in Waukegan tomorrow.“

WiHiam Donaldson, a bill clerk employed by 
the wholesale jewelry firm of Despres, 
Bridges & Noel, 5 North Wabash avenue. 
was arrested yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of grand larceny. Donaldson is ac- 
cused by his employers of having stolen $6,- 
000 worth of watches and other jewelry since 
last January. 

Donaldson is 24 years old and lives at 215 
West Garfield boulevard. He is married and 
his salary is $25 a week, but he occupies a 
flat the furnishings of which appear to be 
beyond the means of the owner. It is well 
stocked with mahogany, rosewood, and birds- 
eye maple furniture. 


Wife Gets News; Stays Home. 

His bride of a few months was fashionably 
dressed and ready to go out when two de- 
tectives of the central Wureau called to tell 
her that her husband had been arrested. 
She changed her mind and decided to stay 
at home when she heard the news. 

It is said that Donaldson spent his income 
and all that he took from his firm for luxuries 
for his apartment and bride. 

Donaldson was arrested while at work yes- 
terday afternoon. Detectives Powers and 
Welling went through the formality of 


searching the young man before they took 


him from the place of his employment. The 
search saved the trouble of carrying back 
from the police station about $400 worth of 
watches and $150 worth of coupons. 


Find Jewelry in Pockets. 

He had two expensive watches in his vest 
pockets and several] rings and other expen- 
tive trinkets. He was taken to the detective 
bureau, where he is said to have madea con- 
fession. 

The first intimation of the thefts came 
from the Howard Watch company. This 
firm recently wrote Despres, Bridges & Noel 
asking them if they had sold a large con- 
signment of their watches, saying that many 
bearing the number of timepieces sold to 
the Chicago firm had been found in pawn- 
shops in Milwaukee. 

Investigation followed, and suspicion was 
centered on young Donaldson, who was a 
bill clerk and had access to the surplus stock 
of the firm. He had been with the firm for 
two years and was thought to be honest and 
trustworthy. 

According to Capt. Halpin of the detective 
bureau, Donaldson confessed to having 
stolen the jewelry and pawned it to two or 
three pawnbrokers in Chicago and Milwau- 
kee. The jewelry was pawned for about one- 
fourth its value, and the police declare they 
have recovered practically every pawn 
ticket.

‘Is there now to be a scramble along 


the political beach engaged in by sur 
viving politicians to seize and possess the 


machinery of party cast up by the recent. 


political tidal wave in Illinois? 

This would be an astonishing result 
of the recent primary which, if it meant 
anything, meant that the people of this 
state are tired of being organized by and 
fer the benefit of politicians and propose 
to do their own thinking and choosing 
to an extent never equaled in the past. 

The expulsion of Lorimer should be 
assured, because the people have plainly 
decreed it. But there was no indication 
in the election that because they are done 
with Lorimer they are ready for another 
political autocracy. 


THE MEXICAN EMBARRASSMENT. 

Almost without exception the Mexican 
papers have taken the American warning 
to the Mexican people in good part, di. 
recting attention to the fact that the 
warning is to the people and not to the 
government. La Prensa complains that 
no one has obliged Americans to take 
up residence in Mexico, and that if they 
do not like conditions as they find them 
they are at liberty to depart, but most 
of the papers are endeavoring to awaken 
n sense of responsibility. 

„Already Attila's charger is prancing 
upon the other side of the Rubicon,” 
says El Intransigente. ‘‘Already the hias- 
ing of Jupiter's geese is heard in the capitol.”

SOUTHERN “INSTRUCTIONS.” 
Congressman McKinley, President Taft's 

national campaign manager, is moved to 
protest by the announcement that some 
southern delegates instructed for Taft are 
switching their preference to Roosevelt. We 
agree with Mr. McKinley that when dele- 
gates have been instructed by the people 
for a candidate there should be no toler- 
ance of a betrayal of trust, but it is per- 
missible to remind the congressman that 
many southern delegates are peculiarly sit- 
uated. 

They are in the happy position of being 
both the party and the representatives of 
it. If they, change from one candidate to 
another they take the party with them. 
They are at once the instructed delegates 
and the voters who instructed them. Ther, 
both as party and as delegates, are governej 
by a very simple law of self-preservation. 
Wherever they are they are holding a 
state convention under their hats. If that 
convention suddenly decides that greater 
safety is afforded by another candidate 
than the one for whom it instructed its delo- 
gates, the delegates instantly receive other 
instructions. 

When the Republican delegates of a 
southern state sit down, the Republican 
voters of that state are holding a mass 

meeting. Whatever these delegates do ther 
are true to the voters who selected anJ 
instructed them. 

This is mentioned not to quibble with 

; 2 


Mr. Me Kinley, but merely to state the facts 
concerning representation of southern Re- 
publicans in national conventions. 


SIMPLIFYING ELECTIONS. 

It was almost certain that the primary 
election of April 9 would help the short 
} ballot movement. Every election does its 
part in pointing out the absurdity of elect- 
ing so many officials. 

Senator Walter Clyde Jones has made a 
list of offices which he believes should be 
filled by appointment rather than by elec: 
tion, and he will endeavor to obtain action 
in the legislature to that end. He would 
take the secretary of state, attorney gen- 
eral, auditor, and superintendent of public 
instruction from the state ballot. Certainly 
it is foolish to elect counsel] for the state, 
as foolish as it would be to elect a corpora- 
tion counsel for Chicago. It would be better 
to centralize responsibility in the governor. 

The state board of equalization should 
be abolished as a step in tax reform and 
a small tax commission substituted for it. 

Jones would reduce the number of 
county commissioners in Cook county to 
three. The present board is no argument 
for its preservation. A small administra- 
tive body probably would work better. Its 
work would be done infinitely better if it 
were done by a department of the city. Mr. 
Jones would make the sheriff, county clerk, 


Frecorder, coroner, and surveyor appointive 


instead of elective. Of these offices the 
sheriff and coroner, with their extraordinary 
powers in emergencies, are a part of the old 
English governmental organization which 
we inherit, and no doubt wil continue to be 
filled by election. 

Mr. Jones has swept the boards too clean 
in his proposal to shorten the ballot, but 
a majority of the offices he mentions do not 
justify a place on the ballot. It is unwise 
to ask the voters to undertake the matter 
of selection. | 

For a long time the demand for a short 
ballot ran counter to the movement for lu- 
creased suffrage. Persons who had no con- 
fidence in the political organizations and 
the men they put in office insisted on the 
elective theory in every case. An election 
was at least a check on party managers. 
Now the managers and the men in office 
are directly responsible. There is a direct 
check on the men given authority and re- 
sponsibility, and hence jess reason for fear- 
ing a centralization of authority and re- 
sponsibility. 

The short ballot will be obtained gradual- 
ly by statutory and constitutional] changes. 
It represents common sense and that wins 
in the end. .

MUDDY TAP WATER. 

AUKEGAN has had a pretty bad 

time with its drinking water this 

winter. Until it began to chlori- 

nate the water, less than a month 

ago, typhoid was running riot. 

One of the reasons, though not the only one, 

was that the ice had banked up in such a 

way as to make an ice locked lakelet into 

which the sewers poured sewage and from 

which the crib took drinking water. The 

same kind of an ice condition. has made 

th worse for some of our neighbors in 
northern Indiana. 

At Cleveland, O., it is the opinion of the 

health officers that sewage pours out of the 

river and flows under the ice to the crib, 


whereas, when the bay is not frozen, the 


wind dissipates the sewage before it reaches 
the intake. 


— 

On the other hand, in Chicago, a field of 
ice off shore surrounding the cribs helps the 
water situation. It keeps the wind from 
blowing Calumet and Evanston sewage to 
the cribs, and, vessels being forced to detour, 
ship pollution is at its least. When the ice 


-has melted and the spring winds are high 


the waves cut the bottom of the lake and 
suspended clay and sand make the water 
muddy. 

Therefore, Mr, Householder, be not sur- 
prised when, between now and July, your 
bath water is frequently soupy. This soup- 
iness is due to mud and sand and is not near- 
ly so harmful as it looks. Left quiet it will 
settle out in a few minutes, or it can be fil- 
tered with filter paper. 

Such filtering will remove all the mud 
and more than 90 per cent of the bacteria. 
The danger from this water is slightly more 
than when it is clear, but the difference is 
not great. e 

~~ 

After the winds settle, say somewhere 
about July 1, this nuisance will stop, to re- 
appear with the September winds, and per- 
sist until the shallow shore water freezes 
over in the winter. 

The control of dumping has decreased 
the frequency of muddy water and made it 
less objectionable, but the only complete 
remedy is to place the intakes in water more 
than fifty feet deep. 

Chieago’s typhoid rate will slowly in- 
crease during May and June, but, in the 
main, it will be due to causes other than 
muddy water.

SEE YOUR PHYSICIAN. 

F. J. W. writes: I have noticed a cem- 
munication from ‘English’ on relief from 
asthma by cold compress around the waist at 
night. Do you indorse that? Lam 64 years 
ofage. I am strong, healthy, and active, and 
can lle on my back without a pillow and 
sleep comfortably. I never cough. Still. 1 
cannot walk, go up or down stairs, or take 
any exercise with the arms without great 
distress. On two or three occasions in cold 
weather I have had terrible attacks or the 
street. Is there any help for such a case? 
Do you advise me to use the cold compress? 
I have been using an inhaler for five weeks 
with no success.“ 


| REPLY. 


You may have ordinary asthma, but your de- 
scription does not Indicate it. You may have heart 
or kidney asthma. I do not think cold compresses 
would help you. Have your physician see if your 
heart or kidneys are wrong and what is your blood 
pressure. 


SHOULD SMOK®W LESS. 

G. J. writes: “I realize that tobacco affects 
the nervous system. But is the nicotine pres- 
ent in the smoke as a vapor? If 80, is this ab- 
sorbed by or dissolved in the saliva and thus 
carried to the stomach, or does it act directly 
on the nerve ends through the mucous mem- 
brane of mouth, throat, and lungs? Does 
biting or wetting the end of the cigar increas» 
the harmful effects? How can the harmful 
effects of cigar smoking be decreased, with- 
out decreasing the number of cigars per 
day?” 

REPLY. 

1. The poisons are in the smoke as 4 ¢24. 

2. It absorbs through the lining of the mouth, 
nose, and bronchial! tubes. 

3. Yes, though it is not much of a factor. If the 
smoke is drawn through a cold tube several inches 
or several feet long enough poison Is lost to help 
some. 

4. Canpot be done. The difference through using 
the holder is less than the effect of halt a cigar. 
There is but one plan to follow, and that is to re- 
duce the number of ‘‘ smokes "’ below the harming 
limits.

LTHOUGH it has been hinted more 
than once that American women 
would be less welcome at the court of 
St. James during the present reign 
than. they were when King Edward 

was on the throne, Queen Mary has just given 
another proof that she is not prejudiced 
against those whose antecedents and rela- 
tionships connect them with this side of the 
Atlantic. 

She has just appointed as her maid of honor 
Miss Ursula Lawley, who, although not act- 
ually an American, can certainly claim good 
American ancestry on one side of the house. 

Her father, Sir Arthur Lawley, married 
Annie, the daughter of Sir Edward Cunard, 
who wedded Mary, daughter of Bache Mc- 
Evers of New York, while the father of Sir 
Edward was Sir Samuel Cunard, the son of 
Abraham Cunard, a prominent merchant of 
Philadelphia. 

Miss Ursula Lawley’s father, Sir Arthur 
Lawley, knight grand commander of the In- 
dian empire, is a brother of Lord Wenlock, 
who succeeded his cousin to the peerage. 

‘ —_o- 

The Lawley family is an ancient one, the 
Peerages and other works of reference 
commencing the lineage with Thomas Law 
ley, who succeeded to the estates of his 
cousin, the Lord Wenlock of his day, who 
was killed in the wars of the roses. 

Although the family seat of the Lawleys, 
Escrick: park, is situated in Yorkehire, it 
halls orlginally from Shropshire. 

The first Lord Wenlock was a Lancastrian. 
who fought at the battle of St. Albans and 
was severely wounded. Having given finan- 
cial assistance to Henry VI., he was created. 
a Kriight of the Garter, an unusual honor in- 
deed. He seems to have been a man of a 
rather changeable disposition, however, for 
he suddenly transferred his sword from the 
red rose of Lancaster to the white one of 
York, fighting for the latter at Towton. 

oe 

His reward came this time in the shape of 
a grant of the office of lord chief butler of 
England and the peerage of Wenlock in 
Shropshire. 

After serving Edward IV. faithfully fora 
while he returned to the red rose and joined 
Lord Warwick in the attempt to restore the 
house of Lancaster, but as a return for his 
changeability was killed at the battle of 
Tewksbury by the Duke of Somerset for his 
failure to come to the duke's help in time, 
thereby causing the loss of the battle. With 
nis death the first Wenlock peerage became 
extinct. 

: — 

The second was conferred in 1881 upon the 
eldest son of that member of the Lawley 
family who married the hetress of Escrick. 
He died a year later without issue, and the 
bee rage again became extinct. 

His next brother also died, and then the 
third brother was raised to the Wenlock 
peerage in 1839. 

This peer was the grandfather of the Lord 
Wenlock who died in January last and who 
was succeeded by his cousin, the present 
peer, the uncle of Miss Ureula Lawley. 


~~ 
| The Escrick property is a magnificent her- 
age. extending over an area of 20 000 acres. 
The mansion is a stately, square bullt houee, 
with a wing, partly of Elizabethan design, 
but with modifications that were introduced 
by-a'predecessor of the present peer, while 
an artistic touch was added by the late Lord 
Wenlock and his consort, who’ both mani- 
tested therein their taste for the antique ag 
well as their foncnees for oak and cedar pan- 
eling. Altogether, Escrick house is consié-~ 
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ered as one of the finest in Yorkshire for en- 
tertaining guests. 

The winter garden, with its stained glass 
background, is a unique feature of the house, 
while the collection of rare china there is 
famous. 

~~ 

Besides, the late peer made a point of filling 
the house with objects of the greatest interest 
to the sportsman, the bibliophile. and the art 
lover. The corridors and billiard room were 
filled with trophies of his big game expedi- 
tions while governor of Madras; the library, 
a delightful apartment, contained rare books, 
and the works of art included paintings by 
Rembrandt, Van Dyke, Gainsborough, and 
Hoppner. 

On the outskirts of the park is Eserick, the 
most picturesque and peaceful of villages, 
with its pretty red brick cottages, each hav- 


ing an-ample garden and every modern con- 


venience, thanks to the late Lord and Lady 
Wenlock, who transformed the insanitary 
dwellings into models of wholesomeness. 

— — 

The late Lord Wenlock was, moreover, a 
great lover of horse racing and used to relate 
an amusing story of the way in which he and 
his schoolmate, Lord Rosebery, when they 
Were boys at Eton, “played hockey in 
order to attend their first Ascot meeting 
without the permission of the school authori- 
ties. 4 

They made elaborate arrangements for 
their trip, including the hiring of a carriage 
and a disguise, involving false whiskers and 
mustaches, white high hats, and dust veils 
But the conveyance did not turn up, and 
they had to run the whole eight miles, wit- 
nessed one race. had a good long drink, and 
ran all the way back to school again without 
their escapade being discovered by the 
masters.

In later years, when Lord Rosebery had 
become prime minister and stil] retained his 
love for horse racing, he made that remark 
which drew upon bim the wrath of the Na- 
tional Anti-Gambling league. 

My position was and is simply this,“ said 
Lord Rosebery; “ like Oliver Cromwell, whose 
official position was far greater than mine 
and the strictness of whose principles can 
scarcely be questioned, I possess a few race 
horses, and am glad when one of them hap- 
pens to be a good one.”’ 

—~ 

Miss Ursula Lawley's father, Sir Arthur, 
after leaving the Tenth Hussars, in which 
regiment he held the rank of captain and 
with which he saw active service at Suakim, 
served from 1892 to 1896 as private secretary 
to the late Duke of Westminster. 

In 1896 he was appointed secretary to Earl 
Grey in the administration of Matabeleland 
and Mashonoland. In 1899 he was chosen 
administrator of these territories, was ap- 
pointed governor of Western Australia in 
1901. in 1902 became governor of the Trans- 
vaal, while in 1906 he was made governor of 
Madras, which post he held for the usual six 
year term. 

— 


Sis Arthur Lawley was oneof the best Red 
men in Bulaway in a most difficult position, 
in which infinite tact was needed in order to 
become popular with government and people 
alike. Yet he always managed to avoid fric- 
tion and was much missed by the people when 
he left. 

Miss Ursula Lawley is about 24 years of 


‘age. She has ä sister, Margaret Cecilia, who 


is a year youhger than herself. Her only 
brother died in September, 1909.

The 
boat I was in hung at an angle of SO degrees, 
one of the pulleys refusing to work, when an 


officer cut the rope and the boat shot into 


the water like a bullet. This was the only 
boat that reached land. Therestof the boats 
could not be lowered because it was impos- 


sible to get them unfastened. My opinion 1s 


that the inspection is not rigid enough and 


should require that every lifeboax should be 
in working order befvre sailing.

HE selection of Wagners Lohengrin 
as the second offering of the Aborn 
English Grand Opera company’s sea~ 
son at McVicker’s theater is only to be 
described as unfortunate. The com- 

pany numbers many capable singers in its 
ranks, several of whom were present in Mon- 
day’s performance. The orchestral forces 
assembled are admirable. But the chorus is 
a feeble aggregation of talent and Lohen- 
grin’’ of all works that might have been 
chosen, tests the capacity of the choral forces 
engaged. One would have assumed, there- 
fore, that the management would ha ve 
avoided it in selecting the repertory for the 
Chicago engagement, for it serves admirably 
to display the company’s weaknesses.

In apportioning the honors of the perform- 
ance, which are few, it is necessary to begin 
with the conductor, Mr. Giuseppe Angelini, 
who accomplished an excellent reading of 
the beautiful score despite the discordant ef- 
torts of the chorus and the inadequacy of one 
of the principals. Miss Abercrombie as Elsa, 
Herbert Waterous as the king, ans Louis 
d' Angelo as Telramund likewise are to be 
credited with excellént interpretations. Pur- 
ticularly praiseworthy was Mr. Waterous’ 
share of the performance. He seems in ev- 
ery way the foremost vocalist of the com- 
pany as it is at present represented in Chi- 
cago.

An entertaining and Instructive lecture Was 
presented last night in Fullerton hall before 
the Germanistic society by Prof. Dr. Jean 
Beck of the University of Illinois, who dis- 
cussed The Life and the Songs of the 
Troubadours.“ He defined the songs of the 
troubadours of the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries as the source of secular poetry and 
explained their remarkable artistic complete- 
ness and variety by the relatively high de- 
velopment of sacred poetry that had preceded 
them. The astonishing variety of these 
poems was indicated by the fact that the 
2 400 examples now extant show the exist- 
ence of 1,800 different kinds of verse.

As to the music which these medieval sing- 
ers made, the audience was given oppor- 
tunity to judge, for manu examples were pre- 
sented, with the assistance of Hans 
Schroeder, baritone, and Miss Amy Neil, vio- 
linist. Judging by the Love Song” of 
Bernart von Ventadorn and the Morning 
Song of Guiraut de Borneil, the melodies 
possessed attractive simplicity, and many 
graces of rhythm that have become charac- 
teristic of French music. The first of these 
early troubadours practiced his art between 
the years 1140 and 1195. He was raised from 
the humble station of a baker's assistant 
by the favor of a noble lady, and this same 
agency subsequently caused him so much 
trouble that the song quoted set forth his 
determination to banish all women from his 
life.

Contractor Testifies He Paid For- 
mer Building Official Money. 


OWNER SUPPORTS STORY. 


Seven Violations Found in Structure; 
Two Other Men on Trial. 


Testimony of graft in the building depart- 
ment involving former Inspector Timothy 
Charlee was brought out yesterday in the 
trial of Inspectors Michael F. Nugent, 
George M. Rieckhoff, and George C. Geraty, 
charged with neglect of duty and ineffi- 
clency. Charles resigned on Jan. 31, long 
time after the present investigation was 
started. 

The graft evidence was given by Mra, L. 
Rudriewicz, owner of @ building at 8825 Fisk 
street, Which shows flagrant violations of the 
city ordinances, and Contractor A. J. Boreki, 
3148 Wall street. The woman stated she 
wanted the bullding constructed in a manner 
which would violate the ordinances and that 
the architect informed her of that fact. 

“Contractor Borski persuaded me to have 
The plans drawn to comply with the ordi- 
nance, saying he would build the structure, 
however, as I wanted it. I paid him $200 for 
the work of securing a council order. it 
never was secured, but the building was built 
as I wanted it.“ 

Borski declared that he paid 6180 to In- 
spector Charles to flx things,” he being 
the bullding inspector in that territory. It 
was found the building Wiolates seven sec- 
tions of the ordinances. hey include lack 
of stairways in a rear building, contact of 
porches between two bulldings, too much of 
lot occupied by building, bedrooms too small, 
and complete absence of a court required 
under ordinance and shown on the plans.

50 cents and so add half a dollar to the running 
expenses.“ ;

Some More . Answered. 
BY EBEN E. REXFORD. 


RS. B. B. M.—This reader writes that she 
has been told to apply castor oil to 
the soil in which her plants are grow- 
ing, if they fail to make satisfactory 
development. She.asks if I would ad- 

vise this. No—I would not. The oil will coat 
over the roots of the plants, if applied directly 


to them, as advised, thus repelling the mois- 


ture which they must obtain from the soil. 
They receive no benefit whatever from the oil, 
but, on thé contrary, they are sure to be in- 
jured by it. Oil and moisture cannot worx to- 
gether, and the roots of no plants Are so con- 
stituted that they can feed on olly matter, 

A. B. T.— This oorrespondent asks if it is 
possible to grow roses in pots. She has been 
told that they will not grow under such con- 
ditions. Any plant ein be grown in a pot, but 
some kinds adapt themselves to pot culture 
more readily than others. There are seyeral 
varieties of roses that will do well in pots, 
One of the best is Queen's Scarlet. Agrippina 
is another. Clothilde Soupert, a member of 
the Polyantha class, is admirable for pot cul- 
ture. La France does well in pots, if cut back 
from time to time and allowed to rest for a 
period, I would advise visiting a florist and 
purchasing a plant alreacy growing in a pot, 
as this would avoid the risk of potting the 
plant—something tie amateur often fails to do 
successfully,

Mrs. W. W.— The fuchsia is a summer bloom- 
er and you make a serious mistake if you 
do not allow your’ plant to bloom wuring the 
summer months, thinking to hold it In reserve 
for next winter. There are two or three va- 
rieties that will. bloom fairly well in winter— 
Speciosa is one of them—pbut the.e varieties 
are inferior to the kinds generally cultivated 
and seldom give satisfaction, Encourage your 
plants to grow vigorously from th.s time on 
and get all the pleasure you can out of them 
during their proper season of bloom, Cut them 
back about one-half their height now, repot if 
necessary, and give ~ ater liberally. They 
should begin to bloom by June, and from that 
time to October they ought to bloom profusely 
and constantly. In November set the plants 
away in the cellar and let them remain there 
unt the following March. You will find that 
your fuchslas are greatly benefited during the 
summer by frequent showerings with clear 
water. Spray them all over, taking especial 
pains to get the water to the underside of the 
foliage. This prevents the red spider from 
working on them. On no account allow the 
soll to dry out. If this is done the plants will 
frequently drop their buds and often ther 
leaves also This will often happen if ihe 
spider is allowed to take possession of the 
planta,

. S.—This corresponuent asks if it is true 
that an ivy is benefited by urying a slice of 
beefsteak at the roots, as she has been told, It 


is barely possible that the plant may get a 


little benefit from the meat, as it decays, but 
the probabilities are that worms in the soil 
will receive more benefit than the plant does 
and in proportion as worms thrive plants are 
injured. Therefore I would not advise the meat 
diet for plants, An application of fine bone- 
meal will do more good than all the beefsteak 
you could make use bf, and there is no danger 
from its use. 

Mrs. D. F. — When a Boston or Whitman fern 
becomes infested with mealy bug, the best 
thing that can be’ done for the plant is to cut 
away every frond, and allow the plant to renew 
itself. It is almost impossible to remove this 
pest from the plant without seriously injuring 
it, as the texture of its fronds is so delicate 
that they are not strong enough to stand the 
handling necessary to a digital removal of the 
pest. Even if they were firmer in texture it 
would hardly be advisable to depend upon this 
means of getting rid of the spider, as many of 
the younger insects are hidden away under the 
leaflets, where they escape detection, and in @ 
short time e plant will be covered again with 
the enemy, Of course if one has a fine plant 


she dislikes much to sacrifice its beauty, even 


temporarily, but this is the most effective way 
of ridding it of insects,

Mrs. W. G. H. writes tuat sne has a rubber 
plant—Ficus—whose leaves are turning yellow 
and dropping off, one by one, and she wants 
to know why they do so. There may be several 
reasons for this behavior on the part of the 
plant. It may not get water enough, It may 
be root bound and need a larger pot. The soil 
may be lacking in fertility. And it may be 
that some of the old leaves are ripening off—a 
process peculiar to all plants at certain pe- 
riods of existence, and one so natural that it 
ought to cause no anxiety unless the general 
healtn of the plant which sheds its leaves 
eems to de on the wane.

Leaders in Social Reform. 


ESLDENT CHARLES M. STUART of 
Garrett Biblical institute gave his inaug- 
ural address yesterday afternoon at Me- 
morial hall, Evanston. He spoke of the 
work. of the theological seminary of 
which he was just made president. 

“A seminary such as this,” he said, “ stands 
for the fullest examination of all issues of re- 
ligion. It is not the end of the seminary that 
the student should go away thinking just as his 
instructors, but that he should think for him- 
self, and, more than this, that he should learn 
to respect the rights of other men to think for 
themselves. 

“It is often remarked that the Christian 
church in all these hundreds of years should 
have Christianized the world by this time, and 
some wonder why men are 80 indifferent to re- 
ligion. The truth of it is that men are not 
really indifferent to religion, but that Dur rep- 
resentation of religion is not compelliig. The 
working class ef people is Soing into sacialism 
and is leaving tne church. The reason is that 
socialism holds out hope and a key to a heaven 
on earth for these men which is much more 
alluring than the hope of a Christian heaven 
in the hereafter. 

“Our duty as instructors in a seminary like 
this is to take the men that God sends us and 
make the kind of men out of them that God 
wants. It is to the seminary that society looks

Economical Housekeeping 
The Bread Crumb. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. | 
HE bread crumb is a very essential ad- 
junct to both economical and fine cook- 
ing. To use it acceptably is one of the 
economical] arts and a sign of a proficient 
cook, 

A loat of bread consists of crust and crumb, 
but the bread crumb for sprinkling over and 
mingling with many preparations of meat, 
vegetables, etc., is much better if it contains 
as much crumbled crust as crumb. For this 
reason many cooks toast their stale bread be- 
fore they crumble it or grind it in the little 
machines made for this purpose, 

The jar of brea“ crumbs is all right in 
kitchens where much cooking is done, but it 
should be frequently washed out and thor- 
oughly dried so that no ancient crumbs may 
taint a new supply and therefore lead to a de- 
cline in prestige in any particular household of 
this excellent addition to meat, sweet, and even 
vegetable dishes, 

— 


For ramequin cooking the bréad crumb is. 


almost indispensable, although the cracker 
crumb is much used in its place, since on the 
whole more convenient. These little fish or 
meat or vegetable dainties, served between 
courses, are often the most acceptable bits of 
the whole meal, Chicken livers, cauliflower, 
left over fish, or a slice of halibut boiled espe- 
clally for ramequin use, spaghetti and any of 
the foods that are good scalloped are dainty 


when served in ramequins, if they are neither 
too dry nor too wet, This is a matter which 


partly depends upon the cooking, but since the 
whole must usually be mixed before being put 
into the little dishes, unlike the scallop, much 
judgment must be used in adding the milk, 
stock, or water. Some crumbs are mixed in 
and nearly always a few, sometimes buttered, 
are sprinkled over the top, 


— 

Many of the old-fashioned forcemeats are 
now cooked for and by themselves in the rame- 
quin or in little rolls or cakes. The bread for 
these must not be coarsely crumbled. No 
great amount can be used an 
fectly blended with the other ingredients. A 
large lump of bread in such dishes is almost 
as objectionable as a great brown lump in a 
soda biscuit, 

Potatoes au Gratin—Reheat two cups of cold 
bolled potatoes, cut in dice, in one cup and a 
fourth of white sauce and stir until thoroughly 
blended, White sauce: Put two tablespoons 
of butter in a saucepan and stir until melted 
and bubbling. Add one tablespoon and a half 
of flour, mixed with one-fourth of a teaspoon 
of salt and a bit of pepper and stir until very 
smooth, 
adding about one-third at a time over a low 
fire, stirring until well mixed, then beating 
unti] smooth and glossy. Put the potatoes so 
prepared in the little baking dishes, sprinkle 
with buttered crum and bake until the 
crumbs are brown. Almost any cold vege- 
tables can be prepared in this same way with 
some slight additions of flavoring if liked.

Bread Sauce —Crumble one ounce and a half 
of. bread crumbs and place them in a sauce- 
pan with not quite half a cupful of cold water, 
add half ag ounce of butter, half a tablespoon 
of salt, and six whole peppers. Cook for five 
minutes and then pour in half a cup of cream 
or milk. Cook again for five minutes and serve 
in a sauce bowl, removing the peppers.

YEAR’S ACCIDENTS ON I. C. 


Efficiency Campaign Rédinces Mishaps 
20 Per Cent in 1911—Trainmen 
Obey 96 Per Cent of Signals. 


A reduction of 29 per cent in the number 
of accidents on the Illinois Central in 1911, 
as compared with the year 1910, is attributed 
principally to a continuous gystem of effi- 
ciency or surprise tests and safety preach- 
ments in a report for last year which has 
just been made public by Vice President and 
General Manager W. L. Park. The num- 
ber killed was 27 per cent less than in 1910, 
while the number of injured dropped 30 per 
cent, and the damage to property 36 per cent. 

Three hundred and fifty-nine “ surprise 
signal tests were made over the system in 
February, 1912—one of the worst months in 
the history of railroading, Engineers and 
trainmen obeyed 344 of the signal tests. or 
96 per cent. In 1910, the first year under the 
new régime, the number of signalg observed 
amounted to only 74 per cent.

Mountains, Valleys, and Sea of Ice Une 
roll Before the Eyes. 


= The most spectacular railway construction 
in Europe in recent years has been the con- 
struction of the road to the summit of the 
Jungfrau, at one time the most @angerous 
climb in the Alpe. The inspiration came 
from the construction of the road up Mount 
Washington in this country in 1871. 

In 1890 the bold idea of a railway originat- 
ed. Projects were contemplated and con- 
cessions were sought for no less than three 
Jungfrau railways. None of these projects, 
however, were carried out. A fourth project 
soon made its appearance and its own mer- 
its as well as the genius of its author seemed 
to assure its future realization. In 18093 
Adolph Guyer Zeller, a Zurich manufacter- 
er, a man of superior intelligence and en- 
ergy, Was paying a short vistt to Murren. 


Sees Beautiful Landscape. 

In descending the Schildhorn he saw the 
wonderful mountain range of the Bernese 
Oberland unroll before his eyes, glittering 
in the sunshine in all its glory and splendor— 
separated from Murren only by the narrow 
but deep valley of the White Latschine, the 
Jungfrau with the dark Mönch, also a majes- 
tic mountain, rising by the side of it. He 
called to mind the three projects, that after 
having been so much discussed, were now al- 
most forgotten, and he followed in his 
thoughts the course traced out for them. 

He mapped out a new route, utilizing a 
portion of the new Weigernelp railway, and 
thus starting from a 6.770 foot elevation. al- 
most half the distance.to the top crest of the 
Jungfrau. The route was considerably 
longer than those originally planned, but 
gave a more gradual grade and also finer 
scenery than any others could have offered. 
Three sections were completed in 1809, 1008, 
and 1905, and only last February the tunnel 
at the Jungfraujoch, near the 2 was 
completed. 


Masterpiece in Construction. 

The Eismeer station is a masterpiece of 
constructive ingenuity. It lee large hall ex- 
cavated like Eigerwand station, and a large 
part of it forms a comfortable room, capable 
of being heated, with parquet floor and glass 
windows. The hall also contains a postoffice, 
the loftiest In Europe, a restaurant and 
kitchen; everything ie cooked by means of 
electricity, which is also used for heating the 
restaurant itself. This great electridé kitchen 
at Eismeer station is the first of its kind to 
be installed in Switzerland. 

Immense masses of ice, of a dazzling white- 
ness and brilliancy, cover the broad slopes of 
the lower saddle of the sach,“ ah ea 
as a bea of ice."’ * 

From Eismeer station a ining nere cut 
in the rocks leads to the glaciers 130 feet be- 
low. This station. which forms a starting 
point for mountain climbers, saves them the 
fatigue of an ascent Of more than 10,000 feet. 
For lovers of winter sport this station also 
offers particular attractions. To the west of 
the lower saddle of the Monch extends 
the Bwige Schneefeld [field of eternal 
snow}, a tremedous large snowy plain, free 
from crevasses, which seem as being formed 
for the enjoyment of the lovers of winter 
sports, such as bobsileighing, tobogganing, 
skiing, possibly even in the height of eum- 
mer.

There is fashion eternally, there 
is gayety, there is beauty, there is history, 
there is the gamut of economic conditions, 
there is life. The country for miles around 
is still Paria . 

From Havre to thé Riviera there are 
scenes and associations that interest even 
the galloping traveler. The Midi has its 
history and its present realitles Bordeaux, 
Toulon, Nice, Savoy, mean much to the 
serious student, but it is the glamour of Paris 
that draws the millions into France. 


Shops Magnet for Women. 

For women, the shops, whether they be 
department stores or specialty shops, sur- 
pass all else. A woman stumbling over her 
French tells an alert cocher Au Louvre. 
He never drives her to the Musee. It is 
always to the magagin, where she may buy 
jewelry, or perfume, or clothing, or one of 
a million other things. And he usually 
guesses right. 

The shops are not at all like ours. It takes 
hours for any save an expert to see what 10 
wanted, even if that article be a few feet 
away. Everything is jumbled together. 
The system of arranging the stock and, in 


— 


fact, of the whole management of the shops. 


seems strange and complicajed to the prac- 
tical mind of the American, and it takes con- 
siderable time before one can become accus- 
tomed to being accompanied to the desk by 
the polite clerk, who himself does up the 
purchase, waits to present the right change, 
then hurries back to another fuming cus- 
tomer. But all is a question of habit, and 
once thoroughly accustomed to the ways, all 
goes welk In the end one is almost con- 
vinced that this is a better method than our 
own, because SUBJECT TS Fo muen more edi- 
fying discussions. 


Apparel Main Thing in Paris. 

As a rule the three things which Americans 
most wish to purchase and for which Paris 
is so justly famous are the hand made, hand 
embroidered lingerie, the wonderful flowers 
in velvets, silk, satins, the exquisite enam- 
els, trinkets, and the jewelry, both real 
and imitation. 

The shops for lingerie may be counted by 
the hundreds on ail the main thoroughfares, 
their show windows presenting most tempt- 
ing displays, but many of the better and 
more worth while ones are up several flights 
of stairs, occupying large suites of rooms, 
and are not to be seen from the street at 
all, though occasfonally the eye will. be 
caught in passing by a more or less resplen- 
dent signboard. But unless one has pre- 
viously been warned dy a traveled and well 
informed friend it is difficuit on a first visit 
to become acquainted with the best. 

After the Rue de la Paix, the small streets, 
and the great department stores have been 
thoroughly investigated, and all their stock 
of latest novelties carefully examined and 
gloated over, there remains the visit to the 
antique shops of the Riv Gauche, the best 
reserved to the last, for one is always quite 
sure that they are to find here, in these quaint 
littie musty old. places, made famous in 
history and romance, the last remaining pearl 
of greatest value. 


Outside Shops Prove Attractive. 


Far off on the Boulevard Montparmasse, 
for example, one will find strange little 
specks of places, full to overflowing with 
the most heterogeneous stock, veritables " 
and otherwise. Old furniture, carved benches, 
rich brocades, odd pleces of porcelain, heav!- 
ly” wrought silver urns, jugs, tea services, 
plied together in a mad artistic jumble which 
none the less in some miraculous way has 
an order of its own. 

In this same quarter of the town there is 
the long, dark, narrow, little Rue des Saint 
Peres, which, starting at the quays on the 
Seine, pursues its tortuous way, until it 
finally disappears in a most mysterious car- 
refour about a mile furthes on, in the heart 
of ancient, romantic old Paris.

Europe. Its possibilities are based on the 
fact that railroad connections make it a 
natural starting point for a continental tour, 
and it is already the resort for thousands of 
Europeans. For a century it has been the 
great summering place of Holland, with the 
young queen as the greatest notabie in regu- 
lar attendance. 

Holland is as distinctly different from other 
lands as Venice is different from other cities. 
Its location has deen quite as responsible as 
the character of its citizenship for its con- 
tinued independence since the fading of its 
sea supremacy. The ingenuity of its people

The dikes and canals make up the particu- 
lar claims the country has on the Buropean 
tourist. Holland is as rich in folk lore as it 
ig in real history, and tüis centers around 
the peculiar physical features of the land. 

Like Belgium, Holland has little territory, 
but in that territory is gathered a vast 
amount of interest. At The Hague are all 
the features of the capital city of any great 
colonial kingdom. At Rotterdam and Am- 
sterdam are great commercial interests that 
make up the country’s signa! financial and in- 
dustrial] power.

A stone's throw 
away from the center of this industry lies 
the quiet abbey in which lie the bones of 
the men who have built up thé colossal 
power of the nation. 


City of Greatest Interest. 

In London can be found as diversified in- 
terests as anywhere else in the world, with 
the ble exception of Paris. The oon- 
eanguinity of the Angio-Saxon races makes 
it in many ways of greater 

The early and medieval heroes of England 
are the heroes of the whole race. More and 

more American's citizenship is being made 
up of descendants of other races, but the 
country 10 still essentially Anglo-Saxon, and 
it is the race influence that draws America 
back to England. London is the summary 
of the isles. 

Of the sights of London every one has 
heard. He has read, he has listened, and 
has gathered a fairsidea of what he would 
gee were he to be turned loose in a city of 
7,000,000 persons. Of the interior the aver- 
age American knows lamentably little, but 
he is willing to learn, and the train of Amer- 
jeans who wander through the lake country 
and off to the north into Scotland is in- 
creasing year by year.

EDINBURGH HOLDS RELICS. 


| ao ! itemindere of Old ae Seen in Castle 


Scottish municipalities are holding numer- 
ous trades expositions during the summer, in 
an effort to increase the travel of Americans 
interested in industrial affairs. At present 
the great part of travel is for pleasure, cen- 
tering in Edinburgh and Glasgow and ex- 
tending into the lake country of the north, 
closely identified with most of the existing 
Scottish literature. 

At Edinburgh are found the metropolitan 
features of Scotland. There, too, are found 
many of the moet interesting relics of old 
Scotland. 

The old town, which runs from Holyrood te 
the castle, retains much of its picturesque- 
ness, and many high buildings, with outside 
stairs and closes, bear a foreign look. The 
castle, or Edwin's burgh, so called from an 
early king of Northumbria [died 633], was 
only the occasional residence in times of dan- 
ger of Scottish royalty before 1100, when 
Edinburgh became the acknowledged capital 
of Scotland. ; 


Contains Interesting Relics. 

The castle, which contains many interest- 
Ing relics, including Mons Meg, a gigantic 
plece of ordnance said to have been made in 
1486, and which bears an eventful history. 

Turning from the quaint looking cannon, 
the visitor will find St. Margaret's chapel, 
built about 1100, restored 1853, the oldest 
ecclesiastical edifice\in Scotland. A group 
of sights is the crown room, containing the 
jewels and regalia of Scotland; Queen Mary’s 
room, where James VI. of Scotiand, and first 
of England, was born, and the noble or par- 
Hament hall, once the seat of the Scottish 
parliament. 

Holyrood palace, which opens dally, famous 
for its architectural features and historical 
associations, is perhaps the most. romantic 
of all Scotland’s ancient buildings. The 
palace was begun by James IV. and com- 
pleted by James V., burned by the English 
in 1544, and again by Cromwell’s soldiers in 
1650, and the present edifice in great part 
was rebuilt by Charles II. 


Palace Still Habitable. 

A considerable portion of the palace is 
still inhabitable, and the picture gallery and 
other parts form the background of many 
picturesque scenes on the occasional state 
affatrs. 

Royalty has always been associated with 
Scotia's venerable pile. George IV. stayed 
there in 1822; Queen Victoria in the earlier 
part of her reign resided at the palace: King
